Council Will Back 
Erection of Bldg. 
For Locker Rooms 

Tentative plans for a new build- 
ing to be erected on the Narberth 
Community Playground have been 
submitted to the Borough Planning 
Commission by officials of the Nar- 
berth Borough Council. 

The plans, roughly drawn up by 
Sterling M. Chain, chairman of the 
Property Committee of Council, 
will be discussed at a joint meet- 
ing of Council representatives and 
the Planning Commission to be 
held sometime this month. 

The new building, according to 
Chain, will include locker room fa- 
cilities for all teams using the 
playground, as well as public toilet 
facilities. 

Chain stated, "The idea behind 
the new building is to accommodate 
the children who use the play- 
ground all summer long, and to 
provide for the members of the 
basketball teams who play on the 
courts five nights each week. 

"The average attendance at the 
haskelball games held during the 
Summer," he added, "is between 
900 and 1200 children, and they 
must be accommodated."

At a hearing before Justice of the 
Peace Franklin P. Kromer Monday 
inght, Mrs. Lederman was held 
without bail for the next term of 
Montgomery County Court.
